school Report. 


The Superintending School Committee respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing Report of the schools of Lebanon, for the year ending March 
9th, 1869. 

DISTRICT No. 1. : 

Summer Term, Miss M. J. Baker. A maiden effort. Miss Ba- 
ker has some of the elements of a good teacher, but was not quite 
equal to the demands of this rather difficult school. Fall Term.— 
Miss Sallie Dudley. Appreciating ‘the situation,” the teacher was 
courageous and faithful amid discouragement, and did well. Few 
better teachers. WinterTerm. The District was fortunate in se- 
curing Miss Margarette Choate again. The scholars made decided 
progress, and understood what they went over. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Primary Department. Miss Emma N. Miller taught for three 
terms. She was determined to do her work well, and to a good de- 
gree succeeded. Miss Miller has earned promotion. Higher De- 
partment. Miss Sarah M. Freeman continued through the three 
terms. Many of the scholars made decided advance, especially du- 
ring the winter term. Some lack of order marred the excellence of 


_ the school. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


Summer and Winter Terms. Miss EH. Frances Morgan. An or- 


derly school and a steady, faithful teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Summer Term. Miss Emma J. Hall. Sickness interfered with 
the school, but it got a fair start under this tried teacher.
